ment and that little difficulty was 
anticipated in extradition proceed- 
ings to return Insull to Chicago.

REVEAL, SALARIES 


Chicago —OP)— Samuel Insull, Sr.: 
received salaries aggregating aboul 
a half million dollars a year in the 
heydey of his power as utilities and 
securities operator, it was shown 
today in federal court- records. 


Upon his retirement as receiver 


of Middle West Utilities company 
after seven weeks service last June 
he was allowed $8,000 compensation 
as receiver. 


Disclosures of the salaries of In- 
sull company executives were made 
in a hearing before U. S. Distric 
Judge Walter C. Lindley, hitherto 
unpublished. Oliver E. McCormick 
vice president and treasurer of Mid- 
dle West Utilities, was the princi- 
pal witness. 


Questioned by- attorneys for the 


receivers, 
McCormick 
testified 


Samuel Insull received $50,000 a 
year as chairman of Middle West 
"I have been given to under- 
stand," McCormick said, "from the 
administration of his various cor- 
porations that Mr. Insull's salary 
aggregated close to half a million 
dollars." 


He then gave other executive sal- 
aries he knew. Harry Reid, presi- 
dent of National Electric Power 
company. New York, $50,000; Mar- 
tin Insull, .president Middle Wes 
Utilities, $100,000; Samuel InsuU

'Taken for Ride" in 


Brooklyn—Body Found 


In Wrecked Auto 


New York—<3>)h—The "ride" mur- 


der of a housewife, slain mysteri- 
ously with a red-handled dagger, 
puzzled Brooklyn authorities today. 


Mrs. Gemma Pignataro, 36-year- 
old mother of five children, was 
killed last night some time after 
she set out to care for a neighbor's 
Sick child. 


Her body was found at 10 o'clock 


p. m. in an automobile that had 
smashed against a tree in Dyker 
Heights. At her feet lay the knife 
that had severed her jugular vein. 


Detectives, moving swiftly, ques- 


tioned her husband and two other 
men, one of them the owner of the 
wrecked car. All denied knowledge 
of the killing. Delving into the wo- 
man's history, the police obtained 
"information, that-led -them to sus- 
pect gangsters. They corisider other 
theories, too; one -was that she 
might .have been killed by some one 
who sought to attack her. 
The detectives' said she once had 


•a brother, Louis Ribis, who was 
right hand man for the late Frankie 
Yale, Brooklyn gang magnifico and 
one-time ally of Al Capone. 
This 


brother was murdered ten years 
ago in New Jersey. The dead wo- 
man's husband, Fiori, was -wounded 
in 1914 by an unidentified foe. He 
recovered. 
Scratched hands indicated that 


Mrs. Pignataro 
struggled fiercely 
against death. Police believe that in 
the struggle, the killers lost control 
"of the car, which hit a tree. 
Two 


men were seen to flee from it af- 
ter the crash. 


Early last night, Mrs. Pignataio 


left home, saying she wanted 
to 
take care of the ailing child of Mr. 
and Mrs. Joseph Pagano. When she 
was about to leave the Pagano 
house, detectives were told, Joseph 
Pagano offered to take her home in 
his brother John's car. He told po- 
lice, however, that after they Jefi 
the house, he found the car would 
not start, and that he took her to a 
streetcar instead. 
It was in John Pagano's car thai 
the body was found. Both he and 
Joseph insisted the auto must have 
been stolen. 


Tax Commission Wins 


Case in High Court 


Madison—0F>—The state tax com- 


mission won an important decision 
in an inheritance tax case before 
the state supreme court today. 


The case, originating in Milwau- 


kee involved the question whether 
inheritance taxes must be paid up- 
on a gift of real estate deeds which 
a father made to his daughter be- 
fore his death but on which he 
continued to collect the profits dur- 
ing his lifetime. 


The lower court found that a 


transfer of this kind was intend- 
ed to take effect on or after death 
and that the taxes 
must be paid 


The supreme court 
affirmed the 


lower court decision.

Spreads to Many Parts of 


Nation—Rebellion Re- 


ported in Manchuria 


PEIPING IS 
MENACED 


Return of "Christian Gen- 


eral" Seen as Bid for 


Rule in North China 


Shanghai—CD—North, south, east 


and west, hundreds of thousands of 
soldiers waged civil war and re- 
bellion throughout China and Man- 
churia today, from 
the northern 


border of Manchuria ' to the prov- 
ince of Fukien on the south, and 
Erom western Szechuan province to 
Shantung on the east. 
There were reports also of an im- 


pending uprising in Chihli prov- 
ince, in which Peiping 
is located. 


These 'were based 
on a sudden 
mysterious appearance from retire- 
ment of General Feng-Yu-Hsiang, 
the "Christian 
general," who re- 


cently went from 
his retreat in 


Shantung to Kalgan, west of Peip- 
ing.This gave rise to a report he is 
attempting to gather together the 
military leaders of the northwest 
for a drive against Marshal Chang 
war lord, at Peiping, to regain con- 
trol of north China. 
In the province 
of Szechuan ap- 


proximately 250,000 soldiers are in- 
volved in the struggle 
for power 


among the military groups. 
The 


fighting is centered around Cheng- 
tu, the provincial capital and, to- 
gether with the other troubles, is 
the cause for considerable uneasi- 
ness among the national govern- 
ment officials at Nanking. 
In Shantung the fighting, pillag- 


ing and murder which began more 
than a week ago is still going on, in 
spite of appeals from local officials 
to the national government for pro- 
tection. The struggle 
is between 


Han Fu-Chu, the provincial chair- 
man, and Lui Chen-Nien, war lord 
of the Shefoo area. 


Villages Burned 
Entire villages 
were 
reported 


burned by the troops of both sides; 
refugees poured into Chefoo, many 
of them with 
bayonet 
wounds; 


farmers who had rejoiced over the 
first bountiful crop since the civil 
wars of 1928 and 1929 are experi- 
encing miserable conditions, and it 
is feared that large stocks of linen 
and thread in the hands of up-coun- 
try workers in that center of the 
lace and embroidery 
trade have 


been seized. 
In Fukien province on the south- 


east the provincial military forces, 
including the famous 
Nineteenth 


Route army which put up the long 
defense of Shanghai 
against the 


Japanese last winter, are engaged 
in a bitter struggle against 
Com- 


munist forces and bandits. 
In Manchuria the Japanese were 


directing two 
campaigns, in the 


north and the south, against Chin- 
ese insurgents against the regime 
of Henry Pu-Yi at Changchun. The 
drive in the south 
was 
directed 


against 30,000 insurgents, while in 
the north, around Manchuli on the 
Soviet border, another large force 
of insurgents has seized most of. the 
Chinese Eastern 
railway west of 


Hailar and is holding a large num- 
ber of Japanese as hostages.

fireplace. 


For several months young Avery, 


suffering from a nervous collapse 
and heart affliction, had been un- 
der the care of a physician. 


It was at 7.45 a. m. that the but- 
ler, Joseph Sustek, stepped into the 
library and discovered the young 
man's body, clad in pajamas. 
He 


summoned a policeman, and an in- 
halator squad was 
rushed to the 


apartment, but Dr. David 
Cleve- 


land of the nearby Passavant hos- 
pital said Avery had been dead at 
least 10 minutes 
before he was 


found. 


From the position of the body, 


the police said it •was apparent Av- 
ery had put out the one firelog that 
had been burning; leaned forward 
in the lounge chair and turned the 
gas on in both logs.

overcame him he toppled from the 
chair, his head falling against the 
still hot log which burned his jaw 
and lips.

Banker's Conviction in 
Franklin Bank Case Is 
Upheld by High Court 


Decision of Higher Court 


Expected to Estab- 


lish Precedent 


The state supreme court today 


announced a decision which gives 
Outagamie-co the right to collect 
for old age pension extended to a 
resident from the 
estate of that 


resident after his death. The deci- 
sion is expected ^ to have a far- 
reaching effect throughout the state 
as it is the first case of this kind to 
be tried. The decision, it is believ- 
ed, will set a precedent. 


In giving its decision the supreme 


court upholds the decision of Judge 
Fred V. Hememann in county court, 
from which an appeal was tafcpn. 
Stanley A. Staidl, district attorney, 
argued the case before the supreme 
court. 


The case arose when the county 


filled a claim for $1,220 against Lhe 
estate of August Wickesberg, point- 
ing out that he had received old 
pensions totalling that sum for four 
years. His estate consisted only ot 
his homestead and when necessary 
expenses are paid, there would not 
even be enough funds left to meet 
the entire county claim. 
Judge 


Heinemann, in probate court, al- 
lowed the claim. 
The administra- 
trix, a daughter of the deceased 
man, appealed to the supreme court 
claiming that a homestead is ex- 
empt from assessment to meet a 
claim of this nature. 


The supreme court today also an- 


nounced that it had reversed the 
decision of a Winnebago-co case 
which awarded damages of $1,500 to 
the Wheeler Transfer and Storage 
company in its suit against the 3oo 
Line railroad. 


This suit grew out of a grade 


crossing accident in Oshkosh in 1930 
when one of the transfer company's 
trucks was struck by a train. The 
truck -vyas demolished but no one 
was injured. 
The Menasha firm 


brought suit against the railroad 
asking damages of $2,000. 
A jury 


awarded the Menasha company $1,- 
500.

The opinion of the supreme court, 


written by Justice Chester A. Fow- 
ler, pointed out it was admitted at 
Branigan's trial 
that the charge 


against the judge was false. 


Counsel for Branigan. 
repealed 


from the 
conviction 
chiefly on 


technical grounds. The councilman 
was indicted on four counts, charg- 
ing both criminal libel and slan- 
der. He was found guilty only on 
one. 


His attorneys 
argued that this 


one count charged slander, and not 
libel, and that 
the state had not 


met the legal requirement of sub- 
mitting two witnesses to prove that 
Branigan had "slandered" the court 
by publicly reading the resolution 
he introduced. 
Evidence showed 


that the resolution was read by the 
council clerk. 


The supreme court held thai the 


language of the count on -which he 
was convicted charged 
libel and 


that if the jury had found Branig- 
an guilty of slander it also found 
him. guilty of libel because the res- 
olution was in writing. 


Question of "Good Faith" 


Another point raised by defense 


council was that the resolution be- 
ing introduced in the council was a 
privileged document. The supreme 
court pointed out that this is con- 
trary to its rulings. 


Oil this question the opinion said: 
"It, is essential 
to a conditional 


privilege that the statemeni made 
or 
published 
be 
made 
in 


good 
faith. 
That 
the

ment of good faith essential to a 
conditional privilege was here neg- 
atived by the evidence is too plain 
to requne elucidation."

The conviction of 


William A. Schroeder president of 
the closed Franklin State bank of 
Vlilwaukee on charges of accept- 
,ng deposits when the bank was 
insolvent was affirmed by 
the 


state supreme court today 
in an 


opinion pointing out that the legal 
obligations on bankers are not la 
any way lessened by the present 
'inancial crisis. 


Schroeder is under sentence of 


one to five years in the state prison 
at Waupun. 


The high court upheld the find- 


ings of the lower court that the 
Franklin State bank was carrying 
worthless assets that made It un- 
sound and that Schroeder knew or 
;hould have known it when he ac- 
cepted deposits on June 15, 16 and 
17. 


The bank was closed last June 17 


after an 
investigation 
J»y state 


bank examiners. 


The supreme court opinion, writ- 


ten by Justice Marion Fritz, cited 
previous rulings of the court in 
cases of insolvency. 


"A bank is insolvent when the 
cash value of its assets realizable 
in a reasonable time, in case of 
liquidation by .the proprietors, as 
ordinarily prudent persons would 
ordinarily close up their business, 
is not equal to its liabilities, ex- 
clusive of stock liabilities," 
the 


opinion said in outlining a previous 
decision. 


Affirms Ruling' 
"This rule was the result of care- 


ful consideration of the problems 
involved from the standpoint of 
bankers as well as the depositors 
and the state at large. 


"It has since been approved with- 


out any modification by this court 
or the 
legislature, 
even in 
the 


present financial crisis,"" with the 
realizable values deflated to a most 
extraordinary extent, 
there 
has 


been no legislative action to change 
that rule. ... 
' 


"On the contrary, when the legis- 
lature last convened in a special 
session to deal with the different 
problems occasioned by the current 
financial depression it substantially 
adopted that ruling in defining ., . 
the realizable value to which the 
commissioner of banking may re- 
quire a bank to reduce the book 
value of any assets carried on its 
books " 


In the case of the Franklin State 


bank the state charged that large 
amounts of loans, secured and un- 
secured, were carried on the books 
as assets when, in fact, they were 
worthless 
It was alleged that the 


bank had been in trouble with the 
state banking department since 
1925 and that when the bank closed, 
thousands of dollars in worth loans 
were being carried among the bank 
assets which had 
been 
ordered 


written off as early as 1925. 


Found Deficiency 


The state claimed to have estab- 


lished conclusively a deficiency in 
the bank's net worth at the time of 
its closing of $187,76853, not includ- 
ing $136.90841 of capital structure 
over which there was a dispute. 


The last statement of the bank 


listed total assets of 
31,041,963.62 


and a like amount of liabilities, in- 
cluding the capital structure. $843.- 
103 in deposits and bills payable of 
$30,000.

dollar, in terms of European, gold 
currencies were recovered at the 
start of this week. 
Bankers attributed the setback

upon early this year to ship gold to 
Surope, the dollar 
is today more 
Irmly moored to the gold standard 
han ever. 
"A hollow echo of the past," was 
the way one banking authority de- 
scribed the latest selling of the dol- 
ar. He said similar efforts had 
been made early this year to fairly 
good advantage to the short sell- 
ers. But since 
the 
United States 


shipped abroad all foreign owned 
gold demanded of it, a movement 
which ended last June, the country 
s now in such impregnable posi- 
ion that no important gold drain 
appears likely. 
Nevertheless, sellers of the dollar 
were able last week 
to force it 


down considerably. French fraacs 
soared, at the cost of the dollar, to 
a point near t" e gold export point. 
Bankers estimate that total for- 


eign balances here do not exceed 
5500,000,000, a sum which

;han usually kept on deposit in this 
country by foreign banks and fi- 
nancial interests.

speed mail. In 1826 there were three 
miles of railroad and in 1837 fif- 
teen hundred miles. In 1860, be- 
cause mail in central post 
offices 
like Chicago was so heavy the idea 
of a postoffice 
on wheels 
was 
thought of and became a reality ;n 
1864.Previous to that time mail for the 
state of Illinois, for instance, was 
sent to Chicago and there distribut- 
ed and started for the various oth- 
er cities in the state after an extra 
day's delay. The railway mail cars 
now eliminate that. 


In" 1911 the first air mail was 
handled at Long Island and in 1918 
congress appropriated $100,000 for 
air mail lines the first being be- 
tween Washington and New York 
Planes now carry mail over 94,000 
miles daily in the United States.

misleading statements, together with the 
Insull case, and the recent, conviction of 
Luke Lea in Tennessee because of a crash 
there, indicate the healthy trend of the 
law as well as public opinion, in aiming 
and reaching out for the big fellows in- 
stead of following the ancient and shame- 
ful practice of indicting some junior clerk 
who may have -been guilty enough but 
was a subordinate in crime as well as in 
position, in order to have someone pun- 
ished. 


Of " course, all accused men will be 


given fair trials nor will there be any 
pre-judgment by the public. 
The real 


weakne'ss in the American system is that 
the trial is generally altogether too fair 
to the accused. Men stand no chance of 
being convicted through mere popular 
clamor, although if brought to trial they 
often loudly proclaim they are being cru- 
cified to appease public wrath and be- 
cause someone must be thrown to the 
lions.

The shortest and best statement of the 


Democratic case against Mr. Hoover was 
recently made by able, energetic Senator 
Wagner of New York in this sentence: 


"The nation cannot afford to enter 


upon the era of reconstruction with a. 
President who has so often been wrong, 
late and futile." 
The record against the President is 


clear as to part of this indictment, al- 
though there will be many sincere differ- 
ences of opinion concerning the merit and 
the materiality of the charges. 


First, Mr. Hoover was wrong in his 


conception of the size, extent and ferocity 
of the gale. Second, he was doubly wrong 
in advising the country, from time to time, 
that everything was quite all right when 
he did not know whether we stood in the 
path of a monsoon or not.

Hoover was late, very late with his rem- 
edies. Secretary Hurley tries to excuse 
him in this regard because part of the 
responsibility lies with congress, but all 
the responsibility lies with the President 
under our constitution to call congress in 
special session. And in spite of conditions 
and a noticeable demand in many quar- 
ters for such a session the President did 
nothing, apparently upon the assumption 
that it were better'for the country not to 
have congress in session. 


In so far as the handling of the eco- 


nomic depression is concerned" the strong 
case against Mr. Hoover, is not that he was 
human and erred but that he dared to use 
the tremendous prestige of his exalted 
office to assure the country from time to 
tune that everything was well when, to 
say the most for him, he couldn't have 
known what he was talking about.

But Senator Wagner'-s indictment of 


the President's efforts as futile is not sub- 
stantiated by the record. The program 
which Mr. Hoover must be given credit 
for formulating and the Democrats par- 
tial credit for assisting him in passing

STATE COOPERATION AND BANK 


ROBBERIES 


In that bank robberies today consti- 


tute such a large percentage of the major 
crimes committed, it is of interest to learn 
what the American Bankers Association 
has found out about this particular crime 
and the method of preventing it. 
' • 


In a survey of bank robberies for the 


year ending August 
31, the bankers' 


group has uncovered some startling facts. 
In the first place, it was found that 75 
per cent of these crimes were committed 
in the states of the Mississippi and Mis- 
souri valleys, together with California, a' 
situation that clearly demanded 
further 


inquiry. 


The cause of this peculiar distribution 


of bank holdups was found to have a di- 
rect relation to the type of police pro- 
tection afforded. It was discovered that 
those states having state-wide or state- 
controlled police systems were singularly 
free from bank robberies, while those 
which have no such organizations have 
been fruitful fields for criminal oper"1- 
tions. 


In the states of Maine, Maryland, Mas- 


sachusetts, Michigan, New Jersey, New 
York, Oregon, Pennsylvania, Rhode Is- 
land, Virginia and West Virginia, all hav- 
ing central-authority protection, only 41 
bank robberies were committed during 
the year. This eleven state total of 41 
crimes against banks was exceeded in each 
of the slates of Illinois, Kansas, Missouri, 
Oklahoma and Texas, none of which has 
a state police organization. 
If to this 


list of states is added Arkansas, California, 
Indiana, Ohio and Wisconsin, also without 
police systems, the record shows that these 
ten states produced nine times as many 
bank robberies as the eleven states which 
have central-authority protection, which 
would indicate that the difference be- 
tween this type of police protection and 
a localized politically controlled system 
is just about the difference between the 
modern and rapid means of transportation 
and the horse and buggy.

But sooner or later 
comes the 
ime when the waste products (lac- 
:ic acid compounds, carbon dioxide, 
ammo-acids) pile up in and about 
;he muscle, and that stage consti- 
tutes fatigue. The irritability of the 
muscles or its power to- continue 
contracting rapidly decreases unhl 
t is practically paralyzed, if the ef- 
'ort is continued desperately. Probi 
ably this explains some di owning^ 
which are ascribed to "cramps." 


If the effort is not too Jong con- 


tinued, the circulation can catch up 
on the work of carrying away the 
accumulated products of combus- 
tion 
or incomplete combustion 


while the worker rests or sleeps 
tho any athlete knows this natural 
recuperation proceeds faster if a 
rest is taken without sleep for a few 
ttours, and some moderate exercise 
resumed within eight hours for 
few minutes. This is more effective 
than mere massage or passive ma- 
nipulation in preventing or reliev- 
ing the unpleasant effects of fa- 
tigue. 
From time to time we hear ru- 


mors of the discovery that fatigue 
can be indefinitely postponed by 
taking doses of potassium phosphat 
or something of the kind. And also 
that some professor has discovered 
an antidote or an antitoxin which 
immunizes one against fatigue The 
answer to these rumors is

feathers. Rest ib the remedj for la- 
tigue. Increased absorption of oxy- 
gen is the best preventive. To in- 
crease your absorption of oxygen 
all you have to do is take a reason- 
able amount of exercise every day

.ongest period in the senate. 


Knows His Cotton 


Back home and among his close

self-sufficient economically." 
These announcements of Gregor 
Strasser are of decisive significance 
for any judgment of 
Germany's 


ability to come back. 
They mean ' that • Germany will 


remain" within the frame of the 
capitalist system. They mean that 
when Germany recovers she -will 
recover inside of the capitalist sys- 
tem. They mean that Germany is 
not going Socialist, much less Com- 
munist, either now or at any pre- 
dictable time iii the future. 


If the present 
government, re- 


mains that is surely capitalist. And 
if another 
government we're 
to 


come, it could only conceivably be 
formed from 
three parties: 
the 


German Nationalists, the Center 
Party, and the National Socialists. 
The Social Democrats are out of 
the picture* perhaps for a long time 
to come. 
The Communists were 


never in the picture. 
But the German Nationalists and 


the Center Party are naturally cap- 
italist, the very fortress of capital- 
ism. And today it is evident from 
the declarations of -Herr Strasser 
'that capitalism, has nothing to fear 
from -the- National Socialists. 


Eor Herr Strasser is nothing if 


not honest. He meant what he said. 
His position in-the party before the 
public is based upon his reputation 
for integrity, probity, sincerity. For 
these qualities no National Socialist 
is more respected by the public 
outside of his own party • than is 
Herr Strasser. 


Win Desert Hitler 


"When Hitler comes to power and 


fails to establish socialism or when 
Hitler fails to come to power, the 
masses of his party will leave him. 
They will 
join with the 
Com- 


munists, Join with.the real Social- 
ists in the Social • Democratic Par- 
ty. • They will be irresistible. They 
will' overthrow capitalism. 
And 
Gregor Strasser will be their lead- 
er.',' 


So, runs the popular opinion of 
Herr Strasser in' Germany. But 
today. Herr Strasser literally tore 
the traditional economic program 
of the' National Socialist Party to 
shreds. • 


"I believe,',' said Herr' Strasser, 
"that tlie world crisis has passed 
the trough. I,, too, feel sure that 
prices are on the upgrade, and that 
the., worst _of the depression is over. 
But that does' not mean, that all 
countries .will profit thereby. 
On 


the '..contrary, it seems to me that 
Germany must suffer from the rise 
in the prices of raw materials. I 
reckon that in the coming year 
German manufacturers will have 
to pay out an extra $250,000,000 to 
,$000,000,000 -simply on account of 
the rise of a few points in the price 
of copper, cotton and so on.". 


Tfiis"is a popular argument of the 


pessimists in 'Germany today. 
It 


overlooks, however, the fundamen- 


- tal fact -that the depression began 


with the fall in the prices of raw 
materials 
and agricultural' com- 


modities, the decline in the pur- 
chasing power of the' producers of 
these materials. 
It overlooks the 


fact that an increase in the pur- 
chasing power of the raw material 
producers increases the market for 
the products of industrial states, as 
Germany. " 


Herr Strasser tactily recognized 


this point when we discussed the 
Von Papen program for recovery. 
"The Von Papen program," he said, 
"can only succeed if the world eco- 
nomic trend goes sharply upward 
this winter. If our export market 
is considerably widened to make 
room for the new production for- 
seen under the Von Papen plan, 
then there is a chance for success.1 


Against Von Papen Plan 


In 
principle, 
however, 
Herr 


Strasser, in 
conformity with ins 


party's" attitude, is against the 'Von 
Papen plan. It is not an easy task 
for the National Socialists to criti- 
cize it, inasmuch as its central idea, 
credit expansion, is one of the prin- 
cipal demands of the Nazis them- 
selves and was Herr Strasser's own 
favorite theme. 


The fact that the Bruening Gov- 


ernment and now the Von Papen 
Government have consistently tak- 
en planks out of the National So- 


" cialist program is one of the con- 
tributory cause's for the rage of the 
Nazis against their exclusion from 
power. 
One after 
another their 


planks have been appropriated by 
the Government until today Von 
Papen and Hitler stands on plat- 
forms indistinguishable from one 
another by any outside abserver. 


Hitler is certainly not more na- 


tionalist than Von Papen, and Von 
Papen is certainly not more cap- 
italist than the National Socialists. 
This, too, is an aswer to the ques- 
tion "What would happen if the 
Nazis came to power?" The reply 
is: "It has already. happened." 


Nevertheless the 
Nazis insist 


there is a difference in spirit. Herr 
Strasser put it this way: "Tne Von 
Papen program cannot be success- 
ful because the people back of it 
do not believe in it. It is like an 
old farmer who has always used 
manure to fertilize his fields. His 
son persuades him against his will 
that he must use artificial fertilizer 
He doesn't want to know anything 
about.it, he, puts the wrong chem- 
icals on the fields..and then says to 
his son 'See, I told you these new- 
fangled things won't work.' 


"Just "so it is with the Von Papen 


program. His party leaders have 
taken my idea of credit expansion 
but they don't really believe in i1 
themselves and they don't know 
h6w to use it and so it won't work 


"We are against the extension of 


credit to individuals without state 
control over the 
disposition that 


will be made of the credit. We are 
for the extension of credit to un- 
dertakings that will directly em- 
ploy new labor, not to work for ex- 
port but to work to supply the peo- 
ple with the necessities of lif<\'* 


National Sofiali.'fs N*rvons 


Despite the obvious sincerity el 


ITerr Strasser it was impossible no!. 
to gain 1hc impression that the Na- 
tional Socialists are nervous lost 
the Von Papcn plan should work. 
For if it is successful, and one or 
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ment this winter and business re- 
vives the decline of the National 
Socialists must follow. 


We took up the official Imme- 


diate Economic Program of the Na- 
ional Socialist Party," issued just 


few months ago with an initial 


printing of 60,000 as a "compulsory 
guide for the party platform and 
jress." It was signed by Gregor 
Strasser, but today Herr Strasser 
repudiated a large part of it, di- 
'erged from every. one of its most 
•adical points, declared he intend- 
ed to withdraw and rewrite the 
program, and said he had just been 
:ornpelled to accept the resignation 
of colleagues who had insisted on 
being doctrinaire and adhering to 
dea's he'now considered outworn. 


Most important for the outside 


(vorld was Herr Strasser's declara- 
ion on the gold standard of Ger- 
many. The official program con- 
ains a full page outlining the nec- 
essity for Germany to go off the 
gold standard. 
"I should amend 


:hat today," said Herr Strasser, "to 
read 'National Socialim demands 
that Germany should leave the gold 
standard only when it is necessary 
:or the good of the nation.'" . 
"That," I remarked, "could be 


ubscribed to by the Heichsbank or 
by any bank of issue "in the world." 


"Right/''he said. "The fact is I 


now believe that Germany can con- 
:inue jon the gold standard, and can 
jet through the crisis without leav- 
ing it. If we can do so there is no 
sense in leaving it." 


Next was the question of autar- 


chy, of the demand that Germany 
should be completely 
self-suffi- 


cient economically, a demand that 
has been one of the chief reasons 
why business 
in Germany 
has 


been frightened of National Social- 
ism. 
The official program contains 


the sentence: "It is desirable that 
we should produce as. far as possi- 
ble in Germany everything that we 
consume." 
I mentioned the fact that Musso- 


lini had emphasized to me his op- 
position to the idea of autarchy, 
and had again and again declared 
it would lead to national and in- 
ternational impoverishment. 


Not For Autarchy 


"But where did you get the idea 


that we are for an absolute au- 
tarchy?" asked "Herr Strasser. "We 
are not. That, too, "is a section oi 
the program that needs rewriting 
What we stand for is the develop- 
ment within Germany of sufficient 
sources of the most primitive and 
most necessary articles of life to 
make it possible to 
defend our- 


selves in case of blockade." 
"Then the deepest reason for ev- 


ery effort 
toward national 
eco- 


nomic self-sufficiency is after al" 
the fear of war, is it not?" I asked. 


"Correct,", said Herr 
Strasser 


"No people can wage a -war for lib- 
erty unless it is equipped to feet 
itself. That we cannot yet do, and 
you can't judge by that. We have 


to develop our resources much fur- 
ther." 


But in this, too, the National So- j 


cialists differ in no. perceptible de- 
gree from the German Government 
of the last decade. This year Ger- 
many for the first time has produc- 
ed all the grain it needs for its 
.wii uses, though last year she haa 
o import 90,000,000 bushels (2,500,- 
XX) ton*). 
This astonishing 
in- 


crease of grain yield during a time 
of. world surplus and the lowest 
jrices in history was brought about 
chiefly by a prohibitive tariff that 
jut 
German wheat 
at $1.40 a 


jushel when American wheat could 
je delivered for 50 cents a bushel. 
Che French have done the same 
with a' tariff so fantastically high 
:hat at. one time French 
wheat 


reached $1.10 a bushel when wheat 
was below 50 cents in America. 


Agrarian subsidies helped attain 


the result also, but considering the 
ariff alone, the German consumers 
will pay this -year $162,000,000 more 
for their wheat than if they had 
sought it abroad. This is reckon- 
ng the consumption at 5,000,000, or 
180,000,000 bushels, and the differ- 
ence be'tween German and world 
price at 90 cents a bushel. 
French 


consumers, on the other hand, will 
pay 4280,000,000 extra for their 
wheat because it is-theirs and not 
the wheat of a- country 
naturally 


adapted to produce wheat. 
These 


are but a fraction of the prices that 
Germany and France pay yearly 
because neither believes in-the pos- 
sibility-of permanent peace. 


Next most important question 


was the attitude of the Nationa So- 
cialist., Party toward planned na- 
tional 
economy. 
An influential 


group of intelligentsia in Germany, 
centered around the publications of 
Hans Zehrer-and Ferdinand Fried, 
author of the widely read book, 
'The End of Capitalism," are active 
propagandists for the application to 
Germany of a system of planned 
national economy similar perhaps 
to that of the Soviet Union, but dif- 
ferent from it in that the principle 
of private initiative would be re- 
tained. They had hoped to obtain 
Herr Strasser's support for tho 
planning principle. 


Would Lead to Bolshevism 


"I cannot subscribe to that," said 


Herr Strasser. "The whole thing 
would be bound to lead to Bolshe- 
vism. Once you 'introduce the prin- 
ciple of state control over indus- 
try and trade you cannot' limit it. 
It will inevitably 
cr.eep out and 


grow-and expand until it embraces 
every, activity. It would put the na- 
tional body into, a strait-jacket 
Furthermore, it would be impossi- 
ble to retain the principles of pri- 
vate property and of private initia- 
tive. I'do not see how it is possi- 
ble to have the 
whole economic 


process planned from above and yei 
retain any private initiative on the 
part of the enterprisers. We are for 
a certain amount of state control 
and of state operation, but any- 
thing like the national planning 
system of the Soviet Union we re-

State Control Rigorous 


This also is a measure which has

the Reichsbank declares it is virtu- 
ally hole-proof. 


"What is your attitude toward 


Germany's private debt to abroad? 
Has the party changed its point of 
view? our program declares. 
'We 


will come to an agreement with our 
creditors to reduce the interest on 
the long term debt to a level about 
equal to the level of interest in 
their own country,' and

'We will reach an agreement with 
our creditors to extend the short 
term credits which amount to about

"We recognize the debts," said 


Herr Strasser.- "We recognize our 
obligation to pay them despite the 
fact that a large part of them were 
contracted to pay a political debt 
which we do not recognize.

man who pays his debts. 


"Yet it we find that we cannot 


pay them we shall say so. We shall 
also try to convince our creditors 
that it is to their interest that the 
interest rate should be lowered to 
a tolerable point. It is obvious that 
when a. creditor demanded and ob- 
tained 10 or 12 per cent interest he 


v, as counting on a large risk. Now 
he is reaping the risk. 
But the 


higher the interest rate remains the 
more the risk that it cannot be 
paid. 
I think that any sensible 


creditor will prefer to' accept a re- 
duced rate of interest rather than 
sec his debtor go into bankruptcy."

Prospects Not Hopele&s 


This, loo, is not many miles away 


from the official German attitude. 
Necessity is the mother of agree- 
ment, and if and when the time 
should come for a German mora- 
torium the Germans are convinced 
they will be able to arrive at a set- 
tlement. For the present the pros- 
pects are not hopeless that Ger- 
many may come out with a mor- 
atorium. It is fair to say that al- 
though forecasters last spring were 
almost unanimous in predicting a 
German moratorium on private 
debts for this autumn, the probabil- 
ity of a moratorium is less today 
than it was in the spring. 


Whether a moratorium comes or 


not depends now in the first line 
on the success of the Papen plan. 
If the Government's program 
is 


successful there w'll not only be no 
moratorium, but it is even possible, 
as one highly placed Government 
official expressed it, that Germany 
may be able to do away with her 
restrictions on foreign exchange by 
next spring. 


A revival of domestic trade, an 


increase in tho foreign trade sur- 
plus, a reduction of the interest 
rate on Germany's long-term loans 
and a conversion of at least a part 
of the short-term into middle, or 
long-term loans—these are the con- 
ditions that would make it possible 
to do away with the exchange re- 
strictions. And when German ex- 
change restrictions are abolished 
the world will know that the most 
important step has been taken to- 
ward European recovery. 


Herr Strasser, however, persisted
